Commission  Meeting 

The  next  Commission  meeting  is  scheduled  for  three 
days--  June  26,  27  and  28 —  in  Helena.   The  purpose  of 
these  meetings  will  be  to  decide  upon  recommendations 
to  be  included  in  a  preliminary  report  to  be  published 
later  this  summer. 

Ted  James,  chairman  of  the  Commission,  has  stated 
that  the  public  is  invited  to  attend  the  Commission 
meetings  as  observers.   However,  Mr.  James  did  stress 
that  the  meeting  is  not  a  public  hearing  and  that  par- 
ticipation in  the  deliberations  will  be  limited  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Commission.   The  first  round  of  public

hearings  was  finished  in  April  and  the  Commission 
will  hold  additional  hearings  on  their  preliminary 
report  (to  be  widely  distributed  throughout  the 
state)  in  the  fall.
